local tobacco men. 
Reports from some of the Danville 
men in South Carolina observing the 
market conditions there indicate fluc- 
tuating fortunes 
At Whiteville the 
farmers are reported as being highly 
satisfied with the trend of the auction 
market where the average Monday 
was $21.94, Tuesday $22 89 and Thurs- 
day $26.50. The Imperial and 
the 
Export companies' buyers have shown 
considerable activity since the sales 
began at Whiteville and the prices 
took a jump from the start. 
Representatives of the "pool" have 
been on hand at Whiteville for two 
weeks making plans for the opening 
of the new system tomorrow. One of 
the Danville men at Whiteville re- 
ports that a good deal of tobacco reg- 
istered it has been observed is ia the 
name of women. 
Less encouraging reports are re- 
ceived from some of the other smaller 
markets where" prices opened at an 
average of 
<21 per hundred and 
dropped within a few days to $12 with 
marked effect on the growers. This 
was due to farmers bringing their best 
tobacco on the opening days, the in- 
ferior grades brought in later being 
less in demand. From what can be 
gathered irom the reports being re- 
ceived here good tobacco is selling at 
a high figure while the mediocre 
grades are selling" at a low figure.
